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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of the species of Figure 2 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 5-6, 12-13 and 16-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species. Regarding claim 10-1 1, the claims are 
read on Figure 1 having a gasket. Claims 8-9 are read on the elected species of Figure 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification lacks an adequate written description with respect to "a plurality of 
fibers having first and second ends . . . said first ends positioned adjacent to a first face of said 
gasket . . . said second ends are positioned adjacent to a second face of said gasket" in claim 10. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the space" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the tips" in lines 1-2. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the tips" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Hiura et al or 
Purinton. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hiura et al or 
Purinton. 

Hiura et al or Purinton discloses all the claimed limitations except multi-walled 
nanotubes. 

To employ multi-walled nanotubes is considered to be an obvious design expedient, 
producing no new and/or unexpected results and solving no stated problem. Clearly, both single- 
walled and multi-walled nanotubes are well known in the art and are deemed to be mere 
alternates of one another. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 9 and 14-15 allowed.
